Summer  Programs 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Vice 
President  Spiro  T.  Agnew 
announced  today  plans  for 
federally  sponsored  summer  day 
camps  to  reach  an  estimated 
75,000  young  people  in  40 
metropolitan  areas. 

Agnew  said  the  summer 
program,  the  first  on  such  a scale, 
would  cost  the  federal  government 
$3  million,  with  an  additional  $1.5 
million  coming  from  colleges, 
universities  and  junior  colleges 
which  will  make  their  facilities 
available  as  sites  for  the  day  camps. 

“Our  prime  target,”  Agnew  said 
in  a statement,  “is  to  reach  the 
inner-city  youngster.” 

Each  participant  in  the  program 


would  attend  day  camps  for  at  least 
five  weeks. 

Working  with  Agnew  in 
supervising  the  program  will  be 
astronaut  James  A.  Lovell,  a Navy 
captain  who  has  consulted  with 
President  Nixon  on  physical  fitness 
and  sports. 

The  program  will  be 
administered  by  the  National 
Collegiate  Athletic  Association 
under  contract  with  the 
Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare. 

The  metropolitan  areas  that  will 
have  summer  day  camps  include: 

New  York,  Newark,  Chicago, 
Los  Angeles,  Philadelphia,  Detroit, 
Houston,  San  Antonio,  Baltimore, 
Memphis,  New  Orleans,  St.  Louis, 
Washington,  D.C. 


According  to  ASBYU  Vice 
President  of  Academics  Todd 
Christo fferson,  the  special  purpose 
of  Inquiry  Week  this  year  is  to 
focus  on  one  area  of  concern  to 
people  today.  Whereas  in  the  past, 
the  week  has  sponsored  prominent 
people  discussing  varied  topics, 
Inquiry  Week  1969  is  centered 
around  the  general  area  of  minority 
group  problems.

OPPOSED  TO  TREATY 


Editor: 

I would  like  to  express  my 
opposition  to  the  Nuclear 
Non-Proliferation  Treaty.  I feel 
that  this  treaty  is  completely 
contrary  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  United  States  for  the 
following  reasons: 

1 . It  is  not  true  that  the 
probability  of  nuclear  war 
increases  with  the  number  of 
nations  acquiring  nuclear 
weapons.  Belligerent  nations  and 
people— not  weapons— cause  wars. 

2.  History  shows  that  the 
proliferation  of  weapons,  nuclear 
and  otherwise^  has  never  caused  a 
war.  On  the  other  hand, 
disarmament  was  one  of  the 
causes  of  World  War  II. 

3.  The  expense  of  developing 
and  upkeeping  a nuclear  weapons 
system  is  enough  to  deter  most 
nations. 

4.  Experience  has  shown  that 
the  USSR  is  completely  unreliable 
with  respect  to  honoring  treaties. 

5.  The  treaty  does  not  provide 
for  any  type  of  inspection. 
Therefore  the  United  States 
would  not  know  if  Russia  or  her 
satellites  were  violating  the  treaty. 

6.  The  opportunity  for  nuclear 
blackmail  in  Asia  and  the  Middle 
East  would  be  substantially 
increased. 

7.  France  and  Red  china,  along 
with  many  non-nuclear  nations, 
have  not  agreed  to  sign  the  treaty, 
making  it  in  a very  real  sense 
meaningless. 

In  short  this  treaty  is  in  no  way 
beneficial  to  the  interests  of  the 
United  States  or  of  world  peace. 
It  is  simply  another  step  toward 
disarming  America  and  our  allies 
to  the  benefit  of  the  Communists. 
I hope  this  letter  will  encourage 
others  to  write  their  U.S.  Senators 
and  express  opposition  to  this 
traitorous  treaty  before  it  is 
ratified.

General  Education  Tried  One  More  Time

The  prerequisite  has  long  been 
the  enigma  of  the  typical  college 
student.  English  15,  for  example, 
requires  that  the 


pros  pe  ctive 
student  first 
flunk  the  Junior 
English  Pro- 
ficiency Exam 
before  enrolling 
in . the  class. 

Closely  akin  to 
the  prerequisite 
problems  are 
those  concern- 
ing the  require- 
ments  for 
general  education . 

As  far  as  I’ve  been  able  to  find 
out,  these  educational 
requirements  were  established 
after  a lengthy  series  of  verbal 
battles.  The  leader  of  those  who 
advocated  the  establishment  of 
minimum  standards  was  a military 
strategist  named  General 


Paxman 


Education.  Hence,  the 
requirements  were  named  in  honor 
of  him.  His  close  ally,  General 
College,  who  usually  didn’t  know 
what  he  was  doing,  had  a whole 
field  of  study  named  for  him! ! 

Since  the  time  of  their  inception, 
the  general  education  requirements 
have  been  militantly  defended  as 
an  integral  part  of  the  curriculum. 
But  now  serious  doubts  have  arisen 
in  the  minds  of  the  educators  as  to 
the  value  of  the  standards. 
Recently,  a meeting  of  the 
academic  faithhealers  was  held, 
and  the  pros  and  the  cons  discussed 
the  issue. 

The  chairman  began  the  meeting 
by  stating:  “As  I perceive  it,  the 
role  of  education  is  to  produce  the 
many-sided  individual.  And  after 
the  educational  process  has  been 
completed,  we  tell  the  student  just 
how  many  sided  he  is— he  may  be  a 
triangle,  a square,  a hexagon,  or  an 
octagon,  but  he  must  conform  to 
our  predetermined  mold.” 


But  what  can  we  do  with  those 
who  come  to  us  partially  developed 
or  two-sided?” 

“Well,  they  are  particularly  hard 
to  handle.  I’d  suggest  that  we  let 
bi-gons  be  bi-gons;  and  that  we 
place  more  emphasis  on  the 
should-be-gons.” 

‘‘That’s  enough  of  your 
symbolism!  What  do  you  really 
mean?  And  how  can  we  presume  to 
represent  the  wishes  of  the 
student?” 

“That’s  easy-they  are  not 
capable  of  choosing  what  is  good 
for  them.  They  don’t  know  what 
they  want,”  uttered  the  chairman. 

“That  seems  logical.  After  all, 
falsehood  always  implies  truth  in 
rational  reason.” 

“There  are  some  things  that  the 
students  must  know!”  he  insisted. 

“You’re  right,’’  revealed  a 
religionist.  “All  must  take  religion 
so  that  they  may  be  humbled  by 
having  to  fill  out  my  study  guide. 
Besides,  if  it  were  not  for  the 


religion  classes,  this  university 
could  not  justify  its  existence.” 

“Whose  fault  is  that?”  cried  a 
geologist.  “Certainly  not  mine!  My 
sediments  are  that,  we  imbed  in  the 
students  a desire  to  cleave  to 
geological  truth.” 

A philosophical  professor  raised 
his  voice  saying,  “What  in  Heaven’s 
name  can  one  do  if  he  isn’t 
well-rounded?  One  can’t  even  arise 
to  tottle.” 

“But  what  if  a student  doesn’t 
want  to  take  all  those  classes?” 

“Still,  if  he  were  exempt  from  all 
this  general  learning,  he  could 
specialize  in  an  area  of  interest.” 

“Right,”  declared  the 
sociologist.  “If  he  were  totally 
interested  in  communal  behavior, 
he  could  devote  all  his  time  to 
that.” 

A retort  came  from  a chemistry 
professor,  “Even  if  the  student 
isn’t  interested  in  the  class,  he  can 
form  a strong  bond  of  friendship 
with  others  due  to  his  precipitation 
in  class.”

Dr.  Jensen  was  appointed  to  the 
BYU  faculty  in  September  of  1957 
after  receiving  his  M.A.  and  Ph.D. 
from  Columbia  University. 

He  was  an  instructor  in  European 
history  at  New  York  University 
from  1954  to  1957  before  coming 
to  BYU. 


Dr.  Jensen  is  active  in  the 
Renaissance  Society  of  America 
and  the  American  Society  for 
Reformation  Research,  as  well  as 
several  other  organizations. 

He  reads  Spanish,  French  and 
Italian  and  has  been  Director  of 
three  BYU  study  programs  in 
Europe  and  Mexico. 

Through  his  study  on  the  theory 
and  practice  of  early  diplomacy, 
Dr.  Jensen  received  numerous 


grants  and  fellowships  as  well  as 
being  recognized  nationally  as  a 
substantial  contributor  to  the 
knowledge  of  early  European 
diplomacy. 

Dr.  Jensen  has  published 
numerous  articles  and  three  books 
and  is  now  working  on  a European 
text. 

Dr.  Jensen  is  married.  He  and  his 
wife,  Mary,  have  five  children.

Mat  Finals

It’s  not  often  that  BYU  hosts  an  NCAA  championship.  Only  once 
before  has  it  happened  and  that  was  in  1967  when  the  Cougars  played 
host  to  the  rest  of  the  country  in  the  track  and  field  championships. 
Provoans  at  that  time  (both  students  and  townspeople  alike)  supported 
the  effort  magnificently  and  the  championships  drew  the  second  largest 
crowd  ever  recorded  for  an  NCAA  event. 

BYU  gets  another  chance  to  show  its  hospitality  to  the  rest  of  the 
country  next  week  (March  27,  28  and  29  to  be  exact)  when  over  900 
wrestlers,  coaches  and  trainers  invade  Provo  for  the  NCAA  wrestling 
championships. 

For  those  who  might  not  appreciate  the  magnitude  of  such  an  event,  it 
might  well  be  called  the  “super  bowl”  of  wrestling. 

FINEST  TALENT 

Indeed,  the  finest  mat  talent  from  the  entire  country  will  be  here  to 
earn  the  right  to  be  called  “all-Americans.”  Wrestling  is  one  of  the  few 
sports  where  this  honor  is  won  by  individual  competition  with  the  actual 
winners  being  so  crowned. 

Not  only  are  individual  titles  at  stake  during  the  three-day  tourney  but 
more  importantly,  several  of  the  giants  of  the  collegiate  wrestling  scene 
will  be  vying  for  the  championship  in  what  could  be  one  of  the  closest 
national  finishes  in  many  a year. 

Most  seasoned  observers  rate  the  winner  of  the  Big  Eight  Conference  as 
the  team  to  beat-but  check  this  out  if  you  want  to  come  away  confused. 
The  top  three  teams  in  the  tough  Big  Eight  are  Iowa  State,  Oklahoma  and 
Oklahoma  State.  Cougar  mat  fans  will  remember  Oklahoma  State  from 
early  last  month  when  the  Cats  tipped  the  defending  NCAA  wrestling 
champs  16-14  in  Provo.  But  back' to  the  Big  Eight.  . . earlier  in  the  year 
Oklahoma  beat  a tough  Iowa  State  squad.  Iowa  State  went  on  to  beat 
Oklahoma  State  but  then  the  Aggies  upset  the  apple  cart  by  tripping 
Oklahoma  to  make  the  cycle  complete.  The  nationals  here  next  week 
stake  up  as  being  just  that  close. 

But  closer  to  home,  how  do  the  hometown  Cougars  stack  up  against 
such  tough  competition?  Unfortunately,  since  the  big  victory  against 
Oklahoma  State  early  in  February,  BYU  mat  fortunes  have  been  on  the 
slide.  They  hit  the  skids  with  a loss  to  Iowa  State  and  a tie  to  Wyoming  and 
then  hit  the  bottom  (hopefully)  last  weekend  when  they  were  nosed  out 
by  Utah  for  the  WAC  mat  title  in  Albuquerque  by  one  point,  59-58. 

BIG  FAVORITES 

The  Cougars  had  gone  into  the  meet  as  overwhelming  favorites  with 
four  defending  champions  to  bolster  their  claim  to  the  title.  But  only  one 
of  the  four,  Joe  Lyman  at  167  lbs.,  was  able  to  repeat  even  though  two 
others  Efraim  Escalante  at  137  lbs.  and  John  Sorchinskyat  167  lbs.  were 
surprise  winners. 

Coach  Fred  Davis,  when  asked  about  the  Cougars’  performance,  was 
less  than  enthusiastic.  “I  was  more  than  a little  disappointed,” 
commented  the  half-smiling  Davis.  “I  was  hoping  to  use  the  WAC  finals 
this  weekend  as  a springboard  to  the  nationals,  but  after  our  performance 
I am  not  sure  what  to  do.” 

Being  on  the  short  end  of  anything  concerning  wrestling  is  a new 
experience  for  Coach  Davis.  During  his  years  as  an  active  participant  on 
the  mat,  Davis  wrestled  on  the  national  championship  teams  of  Oklahoma 
State  during  the  1954-55-56  seasons.  During  his  five  years  at  BYU  he  has 
failed  to  bring  home  the  heavy  hardware  only  twice-his  first  year  and  last 
weekend. 

The  Cougars’  chances  in  the  nationals  are  made  even  more  difficult  by 
the  loss  of  two  of  the  three  who  won  individual  championships  at 
Albuquerque.  Both  Efraim  Escalante  and  Joe  Lyman  have  used  all  their 
eligibility  and  will  not  be  able  to  participate. 

BYU  will  be  led  by  John  Sorochinsky,  a New  York  import,  who  took 
the  WAC  title  in  the  167  lb.  class.  Others  Coach  Davis  will  be  depending 
on  to  bring  home  some  hardware  for  the  Cougars  will  be  Chuck  Henry  at 
1 15  lbs.,  Wayne  Fehlberg  at  123  lbs.,  Mike  McAdams  at  130  lbs.,  Glen 
Takahashi  or  Rondo  Fehlberg  at  137  lbs.,  Howard  Hall  at  145  lbs.,  Bill 
Osborn  at  152  lbs.,  Merrill  Cook  at  1 60  lbs.  and  Paul  Gillespie  at  177  lbs. 

“None  of  these  spots  is  definite  though,”  stressed  Davis.  After  our 
performance  at  Albuquerque,  I reserve  the  right  to  juggle  the  line-up  any 
way  I see  fit,”  he  chuckled.

Destiny’s  Darlings  of  1969.  That 
what’s  the  Drake  Bulldogs  could 
become  if  they  beat  the  fearsome 
UCLA  Bruins  in  the  national 
semifinals  of  the  NCAA  college 
basketball  championship 
tournament  at  Louisville, 
Kentucky  Thursday  night. 

The  pairing  was  set  up  when  the 
Bulldogs  whipped  Colorado  State 
U.  84-77  and  UCLA  annihilated 
Santa  Clara  90-52  in  the  regional 
finals  last  Saturday.  Purdue  edged 
Marquette  75-73  in  overtime  and 
North  Carolina  squeaked  past 
Davidson  87-85  and  will  meet  in 
the  other  semi  at  Louisville. 

“That’s  the  one  we  want, 
UCLA,”  said  Willie  McCarter  after 
he  helped  Drake  down  CSU  with 
21  points  at  Manhattan,  Kan.,  for 
the  Bulldogs’  1 2th  straight  victory 
and  an  over-all  25-4  record. 

“Everybody  has  said  UCLA  and 
Lew  Alcindor  all  year,  so  that’s 


who  we  want  to  play.  We  think  we 
can  beat  them.” 


It  won’t  be  easy.  The  top-ranked 
Bruins,  now  27-1,  are  sharp  again 
and  determined  to  win  an 
unprecedented  third  straight 
national  title  as  a grand  finish  to 
the  Alcindor  era  at  UCLA. 


“It  was  the  biggest  shot  I’ve  ever 
made,”  Mount  said  after  his 
one-handed  jumper  from  the 
corner  with  two  seconds  left  gave 
Purdue  the  victory  over  Marquette 
at  Madison,  Wis.

Backbones  BYU  Spirit 


Policemen 
Offer  Jobs

Few  students  appreciate  the  role 
that  the  Cougar  Band  plays  as  the 
unheralded  backbone  of  BYU’s 
school  spirit. 

In  providing  the  sound  behind 
Cougar  pep,  they  play  a major  part 
in  keeping  excitement  high  during 
football  and  basketball  seasons. 
Known  for  their  distinctive  sound, 
their  talent  is  combined  with 
enthusiastic  support  of  Cougar 
athletics. 

“We  are  a service  organization,” 
declared  Associate  Director  of 
Bands,  Grant  Elkington.  “Our 
major  responsibility  is  to  the 
Athletic  Dept.,  specifically  the 
football  and  basketball  teams.  But 
as  well  as  representing  BYU  and  the 
student  body,  we  have  an 
obligation  to  play  the  kind  of 
music  people  want  to  hear  and  to 
play  it  well.” 

One  of  the  qualities  unique  to 
the  Cougar  Band  is  their  strong 
esprit  de  corps.  “The  unity  of  the 
group  is  one  of  the  things  we’re 
proudest  of,”  stated  student  band 
president,  Lynn  Dean. 


said  Dean.  “Though  Brother 
Elkinton  scares  the  kids  at  first, 
later  they  appreciate  how 
concerned  he  is  with  them.  Brother 
Ballou  (Director  of  Bands)  has 
great  creative  talents  too.” 


All  music  for  the  band  is 
especially  arranged  by  the  directors 
of  the  Music  Dept.  Any  student 
may  submit  music  for  the  band  to 
play,  however.  “The  kind  of  music 
we  play  earmarks  the  band,”  stated 
student  president  Dean.  “I  guess 
you  could  say  we’re  the  biggest 
dance  band  in  the  country.” 


For  their  performances  during 
football  season,  the  marching  band 
put  in  six  hours  of  practice  for 
every  minute  of  show  time.  In 
addition,  squad  and  section  leaders 
may  call  their  groups  in  for  extra 
practice  on  their  own  time.  Part  of 
the  precision  of  the  band  is  the 
result  of  memorizing  every  piece  of 
music  they  march  to.

Grant  Elkington  attributed  this 
unity  to  the  responsibility  and 
demands  that  the  band  makes  on 
the  students’  time.  “The  first  week 
of  registration  we  practice  eight 
hours  a day  and  I’m  unbearable.” 
Elkington  admitted.  “We  work  the 
kids  hard  and  by  the  time  we’re 
through  we  know  that  the  ones 
who  are  left  will  stay  in.”  he 
affirmed. 

The  quality  of  performance 
means  a lot  to  the  band,  as  it  has  in 
its  membership  some  of  the  best 
musicians  in  the  school.  Many  of  its 
members  are  in  the  Concert  Band, 
the  Symphonic  Band,  or  are 
members  of  the  Jazz  Ensemble.  As 
student  vice-president,  Larry 
Armstrong  commented,  “We  feel 
we’re  one  of  the  best  marching 
bands  in  the  country  and  we  want 
to  maintain  that  reputation.” 

There  is  a social  closeness 
within  the  band  as  well.  Not  only 
do  they  have  their  own  firesides 
and  yearly  Hawaiian  luau,  but  they 
even  have  a free  tutoring  service 
within  the  group.  “One  girl  was 
having  trouble  with  her  German 
class,  so  one  of  the  fellows  spent 
three  or  four  nights  with  her  one 
week  just  giving  her  a hand  with 
it,”  Elkington  reflected. 

INSPIRING  LEADERS 
“The  quality  of  the  directors 
inspire  the  band  members  too.” 


Besides  performing  at  all  home 
football  games,  the  band  travelled 
to  Salt  Lake  for  the  Utah  game  and 
to  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico.  In 
basketball  season  the  band  sent  a 
small  contingent  to  San  Francisco 
for  the  Cable  Car  Classic,  and  made 
appearances  at  Wyoming,  New 
MEexico  and  New  Mexico  State. 


“We’re  proud  to  be  able  to 
represent  the  school  and  we  hope 
we  have  been  of  help  in  promoting 
and  supporting  BYU  athletics,” 
summarized  Armstrong.

Enemy  Killed 


SAIGON  (AP)  - U.S.,  Thai  and 
South  Vietnamese  forces  killed 
28 1 enemy  troops  in  heavy  fighting 
around  Saigon  and  in  the  Mekong 
Delta  and  uncovered  40  graves 
containing  another  152  bodies 
south  of  Da  Nang,  military 
spokesman  reported  today. 

U.S.  infantrymen  from  the  9th 
Division  killed  1 3 1 Viet  Cong  in  a 
series  of  five  clashes  over  the 
weekend  in  the  upper  half  of  the 
Mekong  Delta,  the  U.S.  Command 
announced. 

Two  Americans  were  reported 
wounded  in  the  clashes  Saturday 
and  Sunday.  U.S.  spokesmen 
explained  that  helicopter  gunships 
and  artillery  accounted  for  at  least 
a third  of  the  enemy  dead,  and 
another  19  were  killed  in  an 
ambush. 

The  fighting  occurred  near  the 
provincial  capital  of  Ben  Tre  and 
the  district  capital  of  Cai  Be,  40  to 
50  miles  southwest  of  Saigon. 

U.S.  headquarters  said  the 
actions  were  part  of  a 
multibattalion  operation  under 
way  since  last  Dec.  1 . 


Democrat  who  unsuccessfully 
sought  his  party’s  1968 
presidential  nomination,  recalled 
the  political  turmoil  of  last  year 
and  President  Lyndon  B.  Johnson’s 
withdrawal  from  the  race. 

And  then  he  declared:  “The  new 
commander  in  chief  must  grasp 
what  his  predecessor  learned  to  his 
sorrow— that  in  any  continuance  of 
the  war  in  Vietnam  lies  the  seeds  of 
national  tragedy  and  the  certainty 
of  personal  political  disaster.” 

McGovern  said  Nixon  is 
continuing  Johnson’s  policies,  and 
added:  “I  believe  that  the 
American  people  had  every  hope 
and  expectation  that  the  Paris  talks 
would  bring  a ini  lit  ary 
disengagement,  that  we  would 
minimize  clashes  with  the  enemy 
and  seek  to  hold  down  the  loss  of 
lives  on  both  sides  while  the  Paris 
discussions  were  pending.” 


No  Excuse 


Nixon  Criticized 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - Sharp 
criticism  of  President  Nixon’s 
Vietnam  policy  by  Sen.  George  S. 
McGovern  Monday  brought 
rejoinders  from  Democratic  and 
Republican  senators  that  the 
President  should  be  given  time  and 
leeway  to  set  his  course.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - A 
three-man  federal  panel-expanding 
a Supreme  Court  school 
desegregation  ruling  into  a new 
area— held  Monday  that  segregated 
housing  is  no  excuse  for  segregated 
schools. 

The  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare’s  Review 
Authority  rejected  a Raleigh,  N.C., 
plan  for  setting  up  attendance 
zones  without  regard  to  race  to 
integrate  its  schools. 

The  Review  Authority,  citing  a 
Supreme  Court  ruling  of  last  May 
that  “freedom  of  choice’’ 
desegregation  plans  are  acceptable 


BUDAPEST,  Hungary  (AP)  - 
Top  leaders  of  the  Soviet  bloc,  who 
hastened  to  Budapest  for  a Warsaw 
Pact  summit,  prepared  Monday  to 
return  to  their  home  capitals  after 
the  heralded  meeting  which  lasted 
barely  two  hours. 

Leaders  of  the  seven  pact  nations 
wound  up  the  shortest  summit  in 


the  Communist  organization 
history  after  signing  a declaral 
and  final  communique  th; 
apparently  had  been  drawn 
before  they  arrived. 

Informants  said  the  declaral 
called  for  peace  in  Europe 
dealt  mainly  with  the  Gei 
question  which  has  lo 
preoccupied  Moscow. 


They  Had  A Clue 


MEMPHIS,  Tenn.  (AP)  - Within 
minutes  after  Dr.  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  was  assassinated  last  April 
4,  authorities  had  in  their  hands  a 
clue  to  the  identity  of  James  Earl 
Ray— but  they  failed  to  decipher  it 
until  after  Ray  was  caught  in 
London. 

The  clue  was  on  a transistor 
pocket  radio  which  was  hand 
etched  with  the  half -inch  high 
numerals  004 16. 

This  was  the  identification 
number  of  James  Earl  Ray  in  the 
Missouri  State  Penitentiary  at 
Jefferson  City,  Mo.  He  was  serving 
a 20-year  sentence  when  he 
escaped  April  23, 1967. 

The  radio  was  among  effects 
abandoned  by  Ray  after  he  shot 
King.  He  dropped  his  rifle,  a set  of 
binoculars  and  a case  which 
included  the  radio,  at  a doorway 
near  the  rooming  house  from 
which  he  fired  the  shot. 

James  Beasley  of  the  Shelby 
County  attorney  general’s  staff 
said  the  radio  had  been  turned  over 
to  the  FBI  with  other  physical 
evidence  that  same  evening.  The 
numerals,  he  said,  were  discovered 
through  tests  at  the  FBI  crime 
laboratory  in  Washington.
